LITTLE GIRL IS 


FATALLY HURT 


Lillian Stahlsmith, Aged Six Years, Is 


Frightfully Injured by Fire at 


Home in Whitley County. 


Columbia City, Ind., May Î7.—Lillian 
Stahlsmith, 
six-year-old 
daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. John StaÎilsmith, of Wash- 
ington township, this county, received 
frightful and, it is believed", fatal in- 
juries Tuesday, when her clothing caught 
fire from the stove in the kitchen. The 
child's back, breast, hands and face 
were terribly burned and it is thought 
that she inhaled the flames from her 
blazing apparel. 


The child was alone in the house at 
the time her clothing caught fire.

May Remove Electric Light 
Tower from Vicinity 
of Reservoir. 


If the board of works becomes con- 
vinced that tne tall electric light tower in 
Reservoir park attracts clouds of summer 
insects that fall into the big waterworks 
reservoir and breed the hairy worms that 
found their way from the mains through 
household tnps early last fall, the tower 
will be removed and installed some other 
place. 
It has been suggested that the 
tower, which is now situated very close 
to the reservoir embankment, causes in- 
sects to gather about the lights and then 
volplane to the surface of the water when 
the current is turned off and darkness 
ensues. 
The board of health has sug- 
gested to the board of works that the 
reservoir be equipped with a roof to pre- 
vent an invasion of insects. 
This was 
discussed last fall, but was not.considered 
to be verp practicable. 
Following rep- 
esentations by the health department,

waterworks department, has ordered the

flushing

Frank A. Emrick, prosecuting attorney 
of Allen countj% has received from Dr. 
J. N. Hurty, secretary of the state board 
of health, a commimication stating that 
the board at a regular meeting, Friday, 
April 14, adopted a rule that is author- 
ized by an act of the legislature of 1909, 
relating to public buildings and institu- 
tions. 
The rule follows; 


"Eule 46 A—Plans and specifications 
for all public buildings and institutions, 
which include public and parochial school 
buildings, so far as the same pertain to

17.—President 
Wilson last night made public a frank 
and intimate review of his three 
years 
in the white house and his impressions 
of foreign and domestic problems, deliv- 
ered confidentially Monday night before 
Washing,ton correspondents gathered a t 
the National Press chib. 
H e spoke of 
the 
difficulties of the presidency and 
particularly of the motives wliicli 
have 
guided 
his handling 
of t h e 
European 
situation. 


America, 
the president 
said, is for 
peace because she loves peace and be- 
lieves the present w a r h a s carried the 
nations engaged "so far t h a t t h e y can- 
not be held t o ordinary 
standards of 
responsibility." 
B u t he added t h e U n i t - 
ed S t a t e s h a s grown t o be one of the 
great nations of the Avorld and there- 
fore m u s t act "more or less 
from the 
point of view of the rest of the world." 


"If 
I 
cannot 
retain 
m y moral in- 
fluence over a m a n except b y occasion- 
ally knocking h i m down," he said, "if 
t h a t is the only basis on which he will 
respect me, then for the sake of his soyl 
I liave g o t t o occasionally 
knock h i m 
down."

declared he had been 
kept a w a k e nights considering t h e Eu- 
ropean 
situation 
because

a f t e r all, avc are steeped in t h e same 
atmosphere, w e are all surrounded b y 
the same environment ; w e are all more 
or less affected b y t h e same 
traditions 
and, moreover, w e are working o u t some- 
thing t h a t h a s t o be w o r k e d o u t a m o n g 
ourselves, a n d t h e elements are there t o 
be dealt w i t h a t first hand. 


"But Avhen t h e fortunes of y o u r o w n 
country are, s o t o s a y , subject t o t h e 
incalculable 
Avihds of passion 
t h a t are 
bloAving 
through 
other 
parts 
of t h e 
world, then t h e strain is of a singular 
and unprecedented kind, because y o u do 
not k n o w b y w h a t turn of the wheel 
of fortune t h e control of things is go- 
ing t o be t a k e n o u t of your hand; it 
m a k e s n o difference h o w deep the pas- 
sion of t h e nation lies, t h a t passion m a y 
be s o overborne b y t h e rush of fortune

believe the present 
([uarrel has carried those engaged in it 
so far t h a t they cannot be held t o ordi- 
nary 
standards 
of 
responsibility, and 
that, 
therefore, a s some m e n have ex- 
pressed it t o me, since the rest of the 
world is mad, w h y should w e not simply 
refuse t o have a n y t h i n g t o do w i t h the 
rest of the world in the ordinary chan- 
nels of action? 
W h y not let the storm 
pass and then, when it is all over, have 
the reckonings. 


"Knowing 
that 
from both those t w o 
points of view tlie pas-sion of America 
was 
for 
peace, 
I 
w a s 
nevertheless 
aware 
t h a t America is one of the na- 
tions of the world, not only, b u t one of 
the chief nations of the world—a nation 
that 
g r o w s 
more 
and more 
powerful 
almost in spite of herself; 
that 
grows 
morally more and more influential 
even 
when she is n o t aware of i t ; and that 
if she is to play t h e part which she m o s t 
covets, it is necessary 
that she should 
act more or less from the point of view 
of the rest of tlio world. 
If I cannot 
retain m y moral influence over a man 
except 
b y occasionally 
knocking him 
down, if that 
is the only 
basis 
upon 
which ho Avill respect me, then, for tlie 
sake of his soul, I have g o t occasionally 
to knock him doAvn.
